i, Edward EaRrbll, a Citizen of the 
United States of America, of 45, West 
112th Street, formerly of 456, Ninth 
Avenue, both in the City, County and 
State of New York, United States of 
America, Decorator, do hereby declare the 
nature of this invention and in what 
manner the same is to be performed, to 
be particularly described and ascertained 
in and by the following statement: — 

The present invention relates to 
improvements in attachments for furni- 
ture, and more particularly it pertains to 
device especially adapted for attachment 
to articles of furniture to prevent insects 
from crawling up the legs thereof, and 
commonly known as insect guards. 

The invention has for a main object, the 
provision of a device of the above char- 
acter which is especially adapted for use 
in connection with articles of furniture 
mounted upon casters, and the device 
includes a novel insecticide carrying well 
or cup adapted to be interposed between a 
caster and the end of the leg of an article 
of furniture, the insecticide acting as a 
barrier which prevents insects from crawl- 
ing from the easier to the loir of ihe article 
of furniture. 

A i'*art her object of the in vein ion resides 
in the provision of a lure t.i allracr the 
insect-- into the insecticide well or cup 
and -hereby result in their desirm-i ion . 

A "further object of the invention reside 
in th- provision of a device of the abo\'-' 
mentioned character which may be readily 
disassembled for the pnrpo-e* of cleaniiiir 
and refilling the same wiih an insecticide. 

According to the present invention T 
provide a device of the character described 
composing an inseci ; cide carrying well or 
cup wifh vertically straight walls, a tabular 
menil'^r with walls being parallel to the 
wall- id' tile cup for the reception of a 
easier <hank and a cover for <nid cup or 
v. 'he inner cIlm* nf -aid cover hr*!!:*,*- 
spac-*.: from said tubular extension.

Fiirure 1 is a detail sectional view of a 
device constructed in ar.cordnnce with ihe 
present invention, and 

Figure 2 u a horizontal sectional view 
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taken on the line 0 — 2 of Figure 1.

5 designates ihe leg of an article of furni- 
ture, provided with the ordinary caster 
shank receiving socket 6. The numeral 7

tion. a receptacle 9 which forms a w r ell or 
cup for a suitable insecticide 10 is inter- 
posed between the caster S, and the free 
or lower e-id - r ihe leg 5 of the article of 
furniture. The receptacle 9 is preferably 
formed of one piece of material, and has a 
centrally di-pc-od tubular extension 11 for 
the reception of the caster shank 7. which 
projects to a point above the open or 
tipper edire of the receptacle 9 as indicated 
at 12. The receptacle may rest upon a 
shoulder 10 formed on the caster shank 7, 
and the weight of t he article of furniture 
is carried upon the upper end of the 
tubular extension 11. the lower end of the 
leg o of the article of furniture resting 
directly thereon. 

A cover 14 U provided for the recep- 
tacle 9. and -aid cover has an outer fiance

From the foreeoincr it will be obvious 
that insects orawlincr up t lie caster and 
around the outside of the receptacle 9, and 
over the cover thereof will be confronted 
bv the central ooening 16 of the cover 
which is so spaced from tubular extension

2. A device according to claim 1. in 
which the cover has a central opening and 
a plurality of depending members defin- 
ing the edge of the central opening 0 f the 
cover. 

•*!. A device according to claim 1 or ° 
including a plurality* of insect lures 
i.epenuing from said cover into the insecti- 
cide well or cup and in spaced relation 
i<> the side Malls of the insecticide well or 
cup. 

4. A device according to claim 3. in 
' v! ! i, ' !l ° r -^id insect Iure s con- 

pri«e* a bunch of fibrous material. 

A device substantially as shown.
